I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  19^8 , 

Vital  Statistics 


The  estimated  population  increase,  210,  was  lower  than  the  19^7 
increase.  Tlie  birth  rate  at  16,2  is  lo'wer  than  last  year,  and  lov;cr  than 
the  average  for  Englazid  and  Wales.  The  death  rato  at  9*9  is  again 
lower  than  that  for  1967*  Over  45^  oi  deaths  in  males,  and  62/j  of  deaths 
in  females,  were  75  years  of  age  or  over.  The  n-umber  of  deaths  from  all 
forms  of  cancer  was  I9,  two  more  than  in  19^7 • Coronary  disease  was  the 
cause  of  death  in  22  instances;  fewer  than  last  year,  but  again  v;ith  a 
raa,le  preponderance. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  at  11.7  is  higher  than  last  year,  biit 
below  the  national  average.  Congenital  anomaly  accounted  for  1 death  under 
4 v/eeks  of  age. 


Infectious  Diseases 


The  nirmber  of  notifications  of  measles  was  high,  despite  the 
introduction  and  use  of  measles  vaccine. 

One  case  of  salmonella  food  poisoning  vi&s  notified. 

One  xiQYf  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  wan  notified. 

Environmental  Conditions 

Progress  continues  to  be  made  towards  main  sev/erage  for  a majority  of 
the  parishes  in  the  district.  The  problems  of  septic  tank  effluent  are  a 
continuing  menace  which  can  only  be  relieved  by  proper  sewerage  and  sev/age 
disposal.  The  high  cost  per  dwelling  in  rural  areas  is  a factor  worthy  of 
consideration. 

Negotiations  for  refuse  pulverisation  with  a neighbouring  authority 
have  begun.  This  should  alleviate  many  of  the  problems  associaled  v/ith 
crude  refuse  disposal.  It  is  hoped  that  the  new  system  will  come  into 
operation  early  in  1970* 

I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  help  afforded  me  in  compiling 
the  Report  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  and  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

lify  thanliD  are  also  offered  to  the  Chairman  and  all  members  of  the 
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Public  Health  Committee  for  their  help  and  encouragement  throughout 
the  year.

Mains  v/ater  is  supplied  to  your  a,rea  by  the  Yfest  Suffolk  Water  Hoard. 

V/ater  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

The  number  of  standpipe  supplies  are  being  reduced  and  the  percentage  of 
such  is  relatively  small. 

Some  individual  houses  have  their  own  private  v/ell  or  borehole  supplies, 
and  at  Stoke-by-Clare  a number  of  properties  and  The  College  are  supplied 
from  a privately  ovmed  borehole,  water  from  v/hich  during  the  year  was 
wholesome  and  fit  for  drinlcing  purposes.  A slight  cause  of  contamination 
in  a.  roof  stora.ge  tan].;  at  The  College  \vas  discovered  and  promptly  rectified. 

It  is  estimated  that  95  pe^:  cent  of  dwellings  in  the  anea  have  mains  water 
supply.

Bamadiston  - Plans  are  being  prepared  for  laying  sewers  to  serve  28 
existing  houses  in  the  Village.  House  septic  tanlcs 
discharge  into  ditches  and  are  a constant  source  of 
foul  odours  and  ditch  pollution. 

It  is  hoped  that  appropriate  approvals  v/ill  be  given 
next  year  to  permit  this  scheme  to  commence  pimping 
sevfage  for  treatment  at  the  Kedington  disposal  works. 


YJ’ickham  Street  Tliis  scheme,  reauested  by  The  Council,  includes  for 
and  Clopton  - accepting  sewage  from  65  houses  and  puiiping  this  to  the 

existing  disposal  v/orks  near  to  Tlie  Duddery,  Wickhambrook. 
Increasing  disposal  problems  aro  arising  from  tank 
effluent  in  this  area,  garden  land  is  becoming  v/aterloggod, 
land  irrigation  is  retarded  b3’'  a clay  subsoil,  ditches 
are  fouled  and  px’operty  improvements  are  also  demanding 
main  drainage. 


Stansfield  - The  Council  decided  during  the  year  to  proceed  with  main 

drainage  for  tliis  village  in  view  of  persistent  complaints 
of  nuisance  from  overflowing  septic  tanlcs.  Sewage  from 
about  69  houses  ivould  be  pumped  to  the  proposed  pumping 
station  at  ’Ticlcham  Street, 


Cowlinge  and  Hiis  is  a main  drainage  scheme  agreed  to  during  the  year 
Attleton  Green  - and  considered  urgent  in  vie\7  of  badl^''  polluted  roadside 

ditches.  Tlie  Council  deemed  it  necessary  to  remove  sev/age 
sludge  and  liquid  filth  from  one  of  these  ditches  adjoining 
houses,  the  School  and  highwa,^/-.  The  scheme  v/ill  serve  82 
existing  houses. 

Poslingford  - A proposal  to  drain  sewage  from  houses  in  this  Village 
into  a pumping  station  at  Snov/  Hill,  Cl -are,  was  given 
Ministerial  consent  following  its  deferment  for  the  past 
feY7  3'oars.  V/brk  is  scheduled  to  comimence  early  19^9  • 
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Clare 


A scheme  for  enlarging  the  existing  sev/age  disposal  v/orks, 
building  a piunping  station  at  Snow  Hill  '"nd  providing  main 
drainage  for  that  area  of  Claxe  is  to  begin  early  next  year. 

The  v/orks  v/hen  completed  v/ill  accommodate  sewage  from  a 
population  of  4 >500 

Other  Villages  - In  June  the  Council  discussed  possible  village  sev/erage 

schemes  for  Hawkedon,  Denston,  Stradisha,!! , and  the  hamlet 
of  Chilton  near  to  Clare,  and  decided  that  on  public 
health  grounds  and  having  regard  to  the  financial  stringency 
imposed  by  the  Government  that  main  dra.inage  was  not  so 
exceptionally  urgent  in  these  paxishes  at  the  present  time. 

There  are  no  main  dra,inage  proposals  for  the  Village  of 
Depden  where  no  compact  village  centre  exists.  Ihe  open 
nature  of  development  of  houses  around  a large  'green’ 
v/ould  make  a.  sewerage  scheme  rather  high  in  terms  of  cost 
per  house,  but  further  building  .and  property  improvement 
may  reveal  the  need  to  look  more  closely  into  a possible 
sewerage  scheme  for  this  axea  and  that  of  Ashfield  Green 
in  the  adjoining  parish  of  Vickhombrook. 

'.Tithersf ield  - Vithin  this  psxish  and  adjoining  its  boundary'’  with 

Haverhill  U.h.C.  are  I4  houses  at  Meldham  Bridge.  The 
Council  have  agreed  to  a financial  arrangement  v/ith  the 
U.D.C.  to  permit  a foul  v/ater  sewcx  to  be  laid  for  these 
houses,  and  to  discharge  into  a sewer  being  laid  by  the 
U.D.C.  next  year. 

At  present  a series  of  septic  tanks  in  gardens  v/ith  land 
drains  discharging  to  the  adjoining  strean  and  on  to 
footpaths  is  giving  somn  concern. 

Little  '.i/ratting-  The  possibility  of  providing  main  draina{5e  for  some  houses 
in  this  parish  is  being  investigated,  altiiougli  the  prospc  t 
of  sev/ors  being  laid  at  a reasonable  cost  per  house  appe.'  -s 
a,  little  remote  at  present. 


G.  PUBLIC  CIEAHSIITG  M^D  BEIHSE  DISPOSAL 

A weclcly  kerbside  collection  of  dustbins  is  in  operation.  Waste  papa  s 
collected,  bagged  and  sold,  and  a collection  of  trade  refuse  continue 
weekly  in  Clare.  The  work  is  done  by  fovx  driver/collcctors  with  on  .-an 

s.ssistance  on  tv/o  days  per  v/eek,  Tiio  tv/o  or  three  collection  vehic?  used, 

travel  about  5^0  miles  each  v/eek  collecting  between  3G  end  50  tons  • 
rubbish  from  3 >800  bins. 

Refuse  is  tipped  into  three  old  quarries  at  Kedington,  Denston  and  .dgate, 
and  during  the  year  the  Council  excepted  a,  suggested  alternative  •'  chis 
form  of  disposal,  by  negotiating  with  the  neighbouring  authority 
Haverhill  U.D.C.  for  use  of  a x^nlverisiig  plant  to  be  installed  ■■  .e 
next  year.  It  is  anticipa.tcd  that  about  half  the  omount  of  refu  from 

your  area  will  be  pulverised  by  mid-1970  and  two  of  the  present  irries 

will  be  filled  and  returned  to  agriculture. 

Septic  tanks  on  Council  house  estates  are  cleared  by  Contract  during 
the  yeax  267  tanlcs  of  private  dwellings  v/ere  cleared  at  a redv  t rate  to 
the  householder  of  lO/-  per  load  of  750  gallons  of  sev/age. 

Tanl-  Cleansing  Contractors  found  it  extremely  difficult  dura:  the  year  to 
obtain  suitable  tanlv  content  disposal  n,reas,  with  <a  result  t delays  in 
cleansing  caused  much  concern,  and  too  many  complaints  of  n .-nco  both 
from  overflowing  taailcs  and  from  tipped  sewage  effluent  v/ere  ^ ccived. 

A contract  was  let  during  the  yeax  for  enlaxging  the  Clare  Sewage  Disposal 
works  which  axe  designed  also  to  treo.t  septic  sewage  from  cesspools  and  tanks, 
and  until  v/ork  is  completed,  three  laxge  land  lagoons  have  been  formed  at  the 
disposal  works  site  to  receive  septic  taoik  effluent.  Tliere  should  be  no  further 
dela.y  in  tank  clvoaning  or  nuisance  from  indiscriminate  effluent  durapiig  b3'’ 
Contractors . 
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A joint  scheme  is  in  operation  with  the  Coirnty  Coiincil  whereby  refuse 
is  rcg\ilarly  collected  from  main  road  la3'’"by  litter  baskets. 

Main  road  public  conveniences  do  not  appear  to  be  necessary  for  your 
area  at  the  present  time.

Sains  bury  Ltd.,  in  the  Parish  of  Little  '.Tratting, 

A knackers  yard  is  licensed  a-t  Chilton  Street,  near  Clare,  where 
during  the  year  considerable  improvements  to  the  slaughterhall 
area  were  carried  out  to  facilitate  more  hygienic  and  cleansing 
operations,  although  no  animals  were  killed  on  the  premises  during 
the  year.

There  are  47  licensed  slaughtermen.  1 new  licence  being  granted 
during  the  year.  The  majority  of  slaughtermen  are  employed  at  The 
Little  Wratting  Abattoir, 


MEAT  DTSPECTION 


There  were  no  cattle  or  sheep  killed  in  the  licensed  slaughterhouse 
during  the  year. 

Pigs  killed  and  inspected  numbered  381 >476  of  which  3 whole  carcases 
were  condemned  for  Tuberculosis  only. 

1031  whole  carcases  were  condemned  for  disease  other  than  Tuberculosis 
or  cysticerci  and  included  in  a total  of  243  tons  of  meat  surrendered 
as  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

Rejected  meat  is  removed  from  the  slaughterhouse  by  a Contractor  for 
processing  into  animal  food,  glues,  fertilizers,  etc.
